Neio Delhi, the 12 th July 1949 

NO. 11(55- E)/49-N. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 4 of the 
Influx from Pakistan (Control) Act, 1949 (XXITI of 1949), the Central Govern- 
ment is pleased to direct that the following amendments shall be made in th® 
Permit System Rules, 1949, namely: — 

In the said Rules — 

(1) For rule 4, the following rule shall be substituted namely: — 

“4. An application for a permit shall be submitted to the High 
Commissioner/Deputy High Commissioner in the relevant form 
specified in Appendix I to these Rules, and except for application 
in form D, shall be accompanied by three copies of a Passport 
size photograph of the applicant and of each family member 
accompanying him. Application in form C shall be submitted in 
duplicate. ” 

(2) For rule 5, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

“5. (i) A person domicile*} in Pakistan and applying for a permit in form 
A, R and F shall present with his application a certificate of 
identity in the form specified in Appendix II part I, duly 
completed, signed and sea'ed by the Collector of the District 
where he resides, u id if he is a non-Gazetted employee of a Gov- 
ernment in Pakistan and is proceeding to India otherwise than on 
duty, also ,a certificate from the Head of his office in the form in 
Appendix II part 2. 

(ii) A person domiciled in Pakistan and applying for a permit in form 

G shall present with his application a certificate of identity in the 
form specified in Appendix IT part* 3 duly completed, signed and 
sealed by the Collector of the District where he resides, and if he 
is a non -gazetted employee of a Government in Pakistan and 
is passing through India for a destination outside, otherwise 
than on duty, also a certificate from the Head of his office in the 
form in Appendix IT part 2. 

(iii) A person domiciled in India who intends to proceed temporarily to 

Pakistan, shall obtain from the Collector of the District where be 
permanently resides, a certificate of identity given in Appendix 2 
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pnrfc 4, duly com phi cd, signed and scaled by the Collector con- 
cerned, For I'll in purpose an application eh all be iihuIg in writing 
to the Collector concerned, with 2 copies of the applicant’s photo- 
graph, sufficiently in advance to enable the Collector to make 
enquiries; 

Provided that in the case of a person possessing a Passport issued by un 
authority in India after the 1st day of April, 1948, it shall not be 
necessary to have a certificate of identity. In such a ca?e, the 
Passport shall be. accepted in lieu of the certificate of identity. 
The number of the Passport shall be quoted in the permit and the 
permit-holder shall have to produce the permit us well as the 
Passport whenever required for the purpose of check. 

(iv) A person domiciled in Pakistan, but temporarily residing in India 
by reason of employment or business, and intending to proceed 
temporarily to Pakistan on leave or otherwise, shall, before 
proceeding thereto, obtain from the Collector of the District in 
which he normally reCdes a certificate in form in Appendix TI 
part 5, duly completed, signed and sealed. For this purpose an 
application shall be made in writing to the Collector concerned 
with two copies of 1 ho applicant's photograph, sufficiently in 
advance to enable the Collector to make enquiries", 

(8) For rule 6. the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

"ft. (i) Penn its (i), (ii), (iv), & (v) shall be issued in the relevant forms 
given in Appendix 8. The first copy shall be kept by the issuing 
authority, second copy shall be sent to the Superintendent of 
Police of the District or State to which the applicant may be 
going and the third copy shall be given to the applicant. 

(ii) Permit (iii) shall he issued in the form approved by the Issuing 

Authority. 

(iii) Tn case of permit (i), (ii), (iv) & (v) the duplicate copy sent to the 

Superintendent of the District or State to which the applicant 
may be going, , shall bear on the reverse u copy of the photograph 
of the person covered by the Peignit". 

(4) For rule 7, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

"7. Every permit ‘holder, olher than that of a permit for permanent re- 
settlomdil shall produce whenever required for the purpose of 
check both the perm i l and ibe Identity certificate or certificates or 
Passport mentioned in the permit" 

(fi) To rule 8, iho following wools shall bo added, namely: — 

“o- by an officer authorised in this behalf bv him". 

(ft) Pules If and 24 shall be omiUed. 

(7) For rule 1ft.’ the following rule shall bo substituted namely: — 

( 1R. The permit for a temporary visit shall be hnnded over to the officer 
at the check post on completion of the return journey. The 
Permit for the permanent resettlement /return shall be handed 
ovey to the nearest Police Station in India within 7 days of arrival 
at the destination. Permit for transit, journey shall be surrendered 
at the border check post at the time of leaving India". 
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(6) In rule* 17 and 20 fur the words “Permit- Hook 1 ’ wherever they occur 
tlio word ‘ Permit’ tdni'l bo substituted.
